QuaiL 


The Game Commission o£ Pennsyl- 


vania has always believed that much 
more benefit will be derived by car- 
ins for our native game than by de- 
pending upon imported species of any 
kind. Along about 191? our native 
Bobwhste quail were quite scarce in 
Pennsylvania Dr. Kalbfus, then Sec- 
retary of the Board, personally su- 
pervised large importations of quail 
from southern and middle western 
States with which the stock in Penn- 
svlvania was replenished. These im- 
portations were quite successful, but 
as the popultaion increased and more 
modern and intensive farmnig meth- 
ods developed, in the course of which 
the old rail fence-row, grown up with 
weeds, briars, and grave-vines, was 
replaced by wire fences with both 
sides closely tilled; swamp areas were 
drained and tilled wherever possible; 
and good game cover generally was 
much reduced. Several hard winters 
later almost destroyed the quail re- 
gardless of efforts by sportsmen, 
landowners, and Game Protectors to 
supply shelters 
and 
feed. 
Later 


through the hunters license law funds 
became available for restocking and 
additional feeding work, but in the 
meantime all States in the Union had 
passed laws prohibiting quail expor- 
tations. As a result, the only place 
where Bobwhite quail could be se- 
cured legally was in old Mexico. 


Since 1914. about 35-OQO Bogwhite 


quail have been imported from^ the 
highlands of Mexico at prices from 
$15 per dozen up. At first the United 
States Government importation reg- 
ulations were so arranged that birds 
could be brought in only during the 
fall ef the year. This proved very 
unsatisfactory. 
as 
shipments fre- 


quently arrived in severe winter 
weather. The Game Commission of 
Pennsylvania aided in getting the 
importation regulations changed so 
quail could be Imported during early 
spring months and released shortly 
after 
arrival. 
The Mexican Bob 


whites were brought here in the 
springtime have done splendidly- hav- 
ing interbred with the native birds 
left in our covers, as well as raised 
coveys in sections where native quail 
had 
disappeared entirely. 
Prac- 


tically all the Mexican quail secured 
were distributed throughout the low- 
er hair of the tSate. the best quail 
territorv being stocked most hber- 
aily- 
As a result of this stocking and 


feeding, supplemented by a con- 
certed drive on vermin of all kinds, 
Pennsylvania this past fall had more 
quail than for 2Q years past. We 
never had to resort to an entirely 
clf^ed season to accomplish this, 
either. 
Conservationists 
generally 


agree that long closed seasons do not 
help to increase quail, and that where 
tried It has Invariably proven disas- 
trous instead of beneficial. __ 
Last year quail importations from 


Mexico were prohibited under an 
embargo against exportations 
from 


that country, and no quail were ship- 
ped north last year. Since the em- 
bargo 
against 
quail 
exportatlons 


closed the source of supply diplo- 
matic relations have been restored 
and it was hoped that quail would 
again be available for stocking pur- 
poies 
this spring. 
Even though 


lifted now, it will be too late to help 
the quail Importers for this season. 


Will Pay For Quail Trapped: The 


Game Commission, through Its of- 
ficers, 
spokesmen's 
organizations, 


boy scouts, landowners, and others 
has always and is now doing its best 
to feed quail during winter months 
and to kill vermin. The present sup- 
ply of quail would not be possible 
had this work been neglected or had 
the entire State been entirely closed 
to the hunting of quail and the 
sporstmen taken no Interest in their 
•welfare. In addition to feeding, the 
Game Commission has always urged 
trapping quail and caring for them 
during the sev.ere winter months, and 
then pair up aiid scatter the coveys 
in 
single pairs 
when springtime 


comes. In this way many birds that 
•would have fallen prey to winter's 
snows or vermin are saved and the 
coveys scattered the following spring 
will produce far more birds than If 
not broken up. 
Whlie much of this work has been 


done In past without charge, this 
year the money that would have been 
used to buy quail from Mexico is to 
be devoted to taking better care of 
the birds we already have. While It 
is more sport to capture live quail 
and care for them than hunting for 
them with dog and gun, the Board of 
Game Commissioners authorized an 
offer of fifty cents (soc) each for 
every quail trapped uninjured be- 
tween now and March I5th fed in 
captivity under suitable conditions, 
and turned over to the County Game 
Protector in the springtime to be re- 
leased. The County Protector will 
intermix the coveys and release the 
birds in even, unrelated pairs wher- 
ever possible in the same section 
where they were trapped. Where 
there are more birds than needed fo: 
a given locality, some of them will be 
distributed where they are not suf- 
ficiently plentiful. By breaking up 
the coveys in this manner many more 
coveys of quail will be produced, as 
birds permitted to run together with- 
out being scattered do not increase 
properly. 
Game 
Protectors 
will 


gladly aid in trapping operations, and 
give advice for making cheap but 
very satisfactory traps for this pur- 
pose. Where desired, grain will also 
be supplied for feeding.

HEALTH TALK. 


In co-operation with the State De- 


partment 
of Health's 
educational 


campaign. Dr. George W. Norris. 
Professor of Clinical Medicine. School 
of Medicine, University of Pennsyl- 
vania, says: 


"The saying that a man Is as old as 


his arteries has been substantiated 
by experience. The steadily mount- 
Ing death rate from diseases of the 
heart and kidneys is for the most 
part due to hardening of the arteries 
In these organs. Arteries once hard- 
ened cannot be restored any more 
than can the elasticity of rubber tub- 
ing be restored once the rubber has 
become dry and brittle. 


Sooner or later if we live long 


enongh everyone develops hardened 
arteries. In some families this ten- 
dency is inherited and occurs prema- 
turely; its individuals become old in 
youth and die at middle age. arterial 
deaths—apoplexy, angina pectoris or 
Brlght's disease. In others arterio- 
sclerosis is caused by infections not- 
ably syphilis or by poisons, especially 
lead. The role of alcohol and to- 
bacco as causative factors is still un- 
der Investigation, 


There is another cause regarding 


which there Is no difference of opin- 
ion ; namely the high pressure life of 
today. The ceaseless outpouring of 
nervous energy—the constant activity 
of concert pitch whether it be work 
or 
play—the persistent 
doing of 


things "against time"'- 


We accomplish much more in a 


given time than our forefathers did 
but we pay the price with our arter- 
ies. '"Going on one's nerves"' is an 
expensive -way to travel and the bill 
is alwavs rendered and collected in 
full. 


There Is only one remedy. We 


must put on the brakes. We must ac- 
complish our work more systemat- 
ically, less wastefully" and under less 
stress. We must learn to relax both 
rnentallv and physically. If the per- 
iods must be short, let them be more 
often repeated. Even a few minutes 
of complete uninterrupted renose es- 
pecially before meals may accomplish 
much. Then too. if we work all day 
we must not expect to play hard all 
night. When we are tired we need 
rest, not tea. coffee or alcohol. If 
vou beat the tired horse you increase 
his speed but he drops the sooner. 
It is not so much the actual work we 
do that is harmful as the seething 
urge and pressure under which the 
work is done."

The Relation of Chemistry to Health 
and Disease, to the Enrichment of

The best 
essay on each of these six subjects 
in each state will be awarded twenty- 
dollars in gold, and six best essays 
will be selected by the National Com- 
mitte from among the state \vinners.

Ad.m. County 1923 
Tree Planting Record. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Jan. 17.—Figures 


compiled by the State Department of 
Forests and Waters show that 1,578 
tree planters set out a total of 5,- 
437-Siy forest trees in Pennsylvania 
during 1923. Early reports show that 
most of these trees are growing well 
and in time they will produce fine 
lumber. 
In Adams county nine tree planters 


set out 13.956 forest trees, and in 
Franklin county 33 owners of forest 
land planted a total of 30.411 forest 
trees. Allegheny count3" stood first 
amonc the 67 counties of the State, 
with 70 forest tree planters who set 
out a total of 379.614 trees. Berks 
county holds second place, with 112 
forest tree planters, who planted 322,- 
867 trees. An active movement has 
been started to plant one million for- 
est trees in Berks county during 1924. 


Secretary Stuart of the Deaprtment 


of Forests and \\ aters is pleased with 
the progress forest planting is mak- 
ing in Pennsylvania. During the ban- 
ner year of 1923 more forest trees 
were planted by private owners of 
forest land than during any previous 
Trear in the history of forest tree 
planting in Pennsylvania. A larger 
number of trees would ha\e been 
planted if the nurseries had been able 
to supply al! demands. In spite ot 
the nursery shortage, the output was 
more than 100 times greater than the 
total number of trees planted ten 
years asco.
